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The Red Cross Appeal 


The work of the Red Cross Society in- 
creased in importance the moment Canada 
declared war. It forms part of the army 
medical service corps, its duties including 
the rendering of aid to troops at home and 
abroad, and to dependents of soldiers, and 
other war responsibilities. The society has 
assumed these large obligations in addi- 
tion to its normal peace time activities. 

It is no matter for surprise, therefore, 
that the society this year has launched a 
national campaign to raise three million 
dollars, instead of its normal budget of 
one-third that sum. Emergency conditions 
demand emergency expenditures. 

At its meeting here recently, the ex- 
ecutive of the Alberta association of urban 
municipalities promised it would do its 
best to co-operate with the Society in 
raising the provincial quota. This lead 
should point the way to a successful cam- 
paign. The Red Cross is a symbol of mercy 
and a badge of helpfulness. An un- 
equalled record of service puts the pres- 
ent campaign for funds in an unique 
category.

That province, be 
cause of this, showed a 23!. per cent gain 
over July figures in the number drawing 
direct assistance. 

Despite this, the showing moder- 
ately surprising, because absolute 
failure has affected fewer areas this year 
than last, town conditions have generally 
been tending toward betterment, and a 
heavy external trade bespeaks activity in 
industrial establishments and _ centres, 
with corresponding benefit to transport- 
ation employment. 

The provincial Government cut some 
$11,000 off Edmonton's relief grants for 
June and July, on the ground that the city 
had on its relief rolls a number of persons 
who were really unemployable, and there- 
fore should not be included in making up 
the costs of unemployment relief. Unem- 
ployables are a sole responsibility of local 
authorities, the provincial and federal 
treasuries contributing only to the support 
of employable persons who are without 
jobs. 

The incident, and the figures cited 
above, suggest that the time may have 
come for a general re-survey of the unem- 
ployment situation. If unemployables are 
being counted as unemployment relief re- 
cipients in Edmonton, the same is no doubt 
being done elsewhere; in which case a 
good many of the 800,000 listed as recip- 
jents of urban and farm relief are really 
persons who are unfitted for employment 
and should not be officially classed as 
“unemployed”. 

Unemployables must of course be 
given assistance where that is needed, but 
they should be placed in a distinctive cate- 
gory. When they are included among the 
“unemployed”, the actual volume of un- 
employment is exaggerated, and the im- 
pression created that the country is mak- 
ing little or no headway in the solution of 
this difficulty.

One Man's Power 

The absolute sway of one man in Germany 
is attested again in the British white paper hav- 
ing to do with Sir Nevile Henderson's impres- 
sions of his closing days in Germany as British 
ambassador, On the eve of the present war. Sir 
Nevile quotes Von Ribbentrop, Nazi foreign min- 
ister, as affirming in interviews that “it was for 
Herr Hitler to decide” as to war. And this, with 
respect to General Goering, Hitler's first lieu- 
tenant: “As Goering once said to me, when a de- 
cision has to be taken none of us can count more 
than the stones on which we are standing; it is 
the fuehrer alone who decides.” 

One imagines that some day, sooner or later, 
the German people will have to do with dictators, 
or despots in any form, no longer. The best such 
so-called leaders can offer the German people is 
strife with the outside world, war after war, 
trainloads of dead and dying soldiers, saddened 
homes

The Canadian Commander 


Major-Gen. A. G. L. McNaughton, who is to 
lead the first Canadian overseas division in the 
Hitler war, is a distinguished scientist and sol- 
dier whose record of service commands the 
respect of the present fighting forces and the 
veterans of the Great War alike He fought 
through the Great War as an artilleryman and 
has served since then as Chief of the General 
Staff at Ottawa and as president of the National 
Research Council, in which position he initiated 
scientific investigations of untold value to the 
nation, His selection for this responsible post 
is a tribute to the sagacity of the Minister of 
National Defense 

It is essential that men who go forth to fight 
shall have unbounded confidence in their com- 
mander. This is guaranteed by General Mc- 
Naughton’s military experience twenty-six 
years, including four years on active service, dur- 
ing which he was twice wounded and thrice men- 
tioned in despatches.

Significant of the change in our military 
Status is the attitude of the British authorities 
toward the Canadian Army a quarter of a cen- 
tury ago and now.

When he arrived at the desk of 
the Field Marshal, Kitchener spoke up quickly 
and in a very stern voice said: “Hughes, I see 
you have brought over a number of men

out training, and this would apply to their 
officers; I have decided to divide them up among 
the British regiments; they will be of very little 
use to us as they are.” The Canadian Minister 
of Militia replied: “Sir, do I understand you to 
say that you are going to break up these Cana- 
dian regiments that came over? Why, it will 
kill recruiting in Canada.” Kitchener answered: 
“You have your orders; carry them out.” Sir 
Sam replied: “I'll be damned if I will,” turned 
his heel and marched out.
